The Prime Minister has given duc 
expression to the feelings uwakened 
by the Empire's co-operation in the 
war, That liberty and decendcy—the 
girders of all civilisatlon—are at 
stake Is appreciated alike by the self- 
governing Dominions and by all other 
communities that acknowledge His 
Majesty's jurisdiction. The re- 
pudlation of Hitlerism ts joined in by 
every race and colour. Its overe- 
throw {3 recognised as being vital to 
everything that mokes life worth 
living. _It_is 9 cardinal challenge 
that is offered by the” Nazi power: 
Whoever evades It "sinks to the rear 
and the slaves.” 

The quick intelligence of 
Dominions has grasped = the 
nature of the crisis. They know that 
it is no mere question of European 
interests that hangs in the scale, It 
js the Issue of Hberty or slavery for 
{hie New World and for the Antipodes 
that is belng fought out on the plains 
and seas and in the skies of the Old 
World to-day. . 

Consultation must determine how 
each part of the Empire can most 
effectually throw its welght Into the 
struggic—whether in the contribution 
of man-power or in the production of 
food or armaments, It was not until 
an advanced stage of the Grent War 
that this discriminotton was arrived 
at, With experience to guide us, we 
are more alert to-day to the penalttes 
of waste and confusion, The present 
dellberations in London will facilitate 
a wise allocation of functions, so that 
every party of the Empire may most 
effectually bear its part in removal 
of the peril that overhangs all. 

In 1914’ we thought of the outer 
Empire mainly as o source of. the 
munpower which was-so welcome a 
reinforcement to our own undevelop- 
ed strength in that regard.
